Con
stitutional amendments were voted
upon In seven states, and in Illinois two
propositions were submitted.

SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN.

The terms ol twenty six United
Stat es senators will next March.
Legislatures chosen last year bave elect-
ed new senators in Iowa, Louisiana and
Virginia, and senators from
Kentucky and Mississippi. Of the leg- -

i&latures.already elected this year in Ala-
bama, Arkansas, Georgia. Maine, Ore-
gon, Rhode Island and West Virginii,
one (Oregon) has elected a new senator,
and another (Rhode Island) has re-
elected Senator Anthony. Ot the
twenty -- two legislatures elected on
Tuesday, fourteen elect, senators when
they meet, in tbe slates of Colorado.
Delaware. Illinois. Kansas, Massachu-
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska
New Hampshire, New Jersey, North
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee
and Texas. -
